COAST GUARD 


CUTTER SUNK

LOS ANGELES, June 13.—The 


United States coast guard cutter 
McCulloch was sunk when it was 
rammed by the steamship Gover- 
nor near Anacapa Island, off the 
entrance to the Santa Barbara 
channel, early today. One sailor 
was perhaps fatally injured in the 
collision. The .crew of the. Mc- 
Culloch was rescued by boats from 
the Governor. 


This information was received 


at the offices of the Pacific Steam- 
ship Company, owners of the Gov- 
ernor, in a wireless from Captain 
H. C. Thomas, in command of the 
Governor.

The McCulloch left San Pedro, 


where it was recently*stationed, 
last night for San Francisco, its 
headquarters. The Governor was 
scJieduled to reach San Pedro at 
4 o'clock this afternoon. The Gov- 
ernor ivas not badly damaged. 


Captain Thomas' wireless to the 


company here was: 


"Governor collided with McCul- 


loch at 7:29 a. m. McCulloch sank 
at 8:06. Cutter'screw taken aboard 
Governor. Governor limping into 
port, now near." 


A heavy fog hung over the ocean 


and this is believed to have been 
the direct cause of the collision. 
The ships were visible to each 
other only a few seconds before the 
crash occurred. ^Tireless messages 
received here from individuals 
stated the vessels were traveling at 
a fairly high rate of speed, with 
fog signals sounding continuously. 


The passengers aboard the Gov- 


ernor were at breakfast when the 
crash came. The hiv thin trr>-mT>1f>J 
from port to stern and the pas- 
sengers were thrown violently to 
the floor. Deck officers struggled 
with men who attempted fran- 
tically to rip down the life pre- 
servers. A number of passengers 
tore at the fastenings of the 
life- 


boats.

been torpedoed and sunk by a Ger- 
man submarine, according to cable 
advices received by agents here 
today. 


The advices stated that the crew 


had been saved, although officers of 
the Leyland line said they had no in- 
formation regarding the attack or 
where the Angelian was sunk. On her 
last voyage from Boston she was com- 
manded by Captain Lawrenson and 
carried a general cargo. 
Ship and 


cargo were valued at'S2.000.000. 


The Angeiian. formerly the Mesan- 


tic, was a British steamer of 5533 
tons gross and was built at Glasgow 
in 1S96. 


Five of the Anglian's crew of fifty 
are reported missing, the cable from 
the British offices of the line said. 
Survivors were picked up by an Eng- 
lish patrol boat and landed at a Brit- 
ish port. The Anglian had an English 
4.7-pound naval gun mounted on her 
stern, but it is not known whether the

vivid word picture of the horrors 
immediately following the bomb ex- 
plosion at 
the 
Preparedness Day 
parade on July 22—was. painted to- 
day in the trial of Mrs. Rena Mooney 
by Frederick W. Hinkle, a newspaper 
man who was twenty-five feet away 
the bomb exploded. 


Hinkle, who lives at 354 O'Farrell 
street, told of the deafening explosion, 
of seeing the maimed and injured 
and how he was himself struck by a 
brass slug which he identified in 
court as that which he took from his 
clothing. 
Hinkle made an excellent 


witness for the prosecution and his 
testimony remained unshaken under 
cross-examination. 
The witness said 


that he was employed by the San 
Francisco Chronicle to write a "color" 
story of the preparedness parade. He 
said about 2:05 o'clock that afternoon 
he was standing about 25 feet south 
on Steuart street from Market. 
He 


declared the concussion from the ex- 
ploding bomb was terrible and his 
right ear was deaf for several min- 
utes. 


"What kind of smoke did you see 


when the bomb exploded," asked Dis- 
trict Attorney Fickert. 


"It was light smoke," said the wit- 
ness. 


"Was It dark," asked Fickert. 
"We object to the district attorney 


leading this witness," interposed At- 
torney Edwin McKenzie. "The wit- 
ness kr.ov,s what he saw." 


The objection was sustained. 
Hinkle then went on to 
recount 


how the people were injured, he told 
of the various injuries that the unfor- 
tunate people suffered from.

Bombs fell 
in many congested districts and 
while the number of casualties has 
not yet been ascertained, two hos- 
pitals report handling upwards of 
fifty cases, four of whom died and 
many of whom were seriously in- 
jured.

foods like crusts, toast, hard fruits, and 
nuts, which require chewing, are bene- 
ficial. 
The danger with most peopis is 
that they eat too much of concentrated 
foods and not enough of the 
bulky or 
filling foods, such as lettuce, celery, cu-
